New Committees will be appointed at the time of the 
next Board Meeting, scheduled for September second. 
This year it may be your turn to serve the Association 
and when called upon we hope that, if at all possible, 
you will accept the responsibility entrusted to you. It is 
true it means devoting untold hours to an assumed obliga- 
tion, and a great sacrifice of all other personal pleasures; 
but a year devoted to the official activities of an asso- 
ciation such as ours will be more rewarding than you can 
possibly realize.

The Secretary 
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The theme of our convention is taken from under- 
standable works of Emerson, who was born right here in 
Boston, somewhere on Chauncey Street, I believe, back in 
the 1800’s. He knew and wrote about the love life of 
New England; he knew and wrote about people like us. 
Maybe that’s why his works are so human and so under- 
standable. 

After the convention agenda was mailed and it was 
learned that the theme would be from the great author, 
so many of our NSA magazines across the country used 
quotations from Emerson. I 
thoroughly enjoyed it. 

I do not wish to take valu- 
able time here to single out and 
explain in detail all of the ac- 
complishments or achievements 
of the past year. You have 
worked right along with us on 
every one of them, and I feel 
sure you are familiar with most 
of the happenings. However, 
the briefest sort of resume might 
be in order. 

The first thing I wish to do 
in my report to the convention 
assembly is to confess to an 
omission. Article XI, Section 5 
of our by-laws was amended last 
year to read—I quote in part: 
“At the first meeting of the 
Board of Directors they shall 
elect a First Vice-President, a 
Second Vice-President and a 
Third Vice-President.” That was 
not done. Immediately follow- 
ing the convention last year we were asked to relinquish 
our quarters in the hotel to another convention which 
followed ours, so it was not possible to hold a ‘regular 
meeting of the newly elected Board. All of the officers 
were new with the exception of myself. They wanted 
and needed instruction as to what to do in their Dis- 
tricts; but even that had to be sacrificed. It was neces- 
sary to use the few hours we had together for decisions 
on issues ihat could not wait or be postponed. Conse- 
quently the Board meeting in September had to cover 
all items that should have been completed in July, or 
two meetings in one, and our schedule was so heavy that 
after three days and nights of constant work we still had 
not completed the items on the agenda for attention. So 
again there was no election of First, Second and Third 
Vice-Presidents. It has worked out very nicely, though, 
for we have had four First Vice-Presidents, and each one 
has been willing and eager to do her share, plus not a 
little more but a great deal more. I owe a debt of 
gratitude to our “four” First Vice-Presidents, our Secretary 
and our Treasurer. I do recommend, though, and sin- 
cerely hope that the incoming Board will have the time 
and the opportunity to elect its First, Second and Third 
officers. As the year wore on I had many occasions to

regret that this had not been done. Much of the work 
falling on the shoulders of the President could have been 
assumed by the First Vice-President, if one had been 
elected, and I can see how that would be a great help 
to next year’s officers. 


During this year we have been called upon to make 
many decisions on matters heretofore handled by some- 
one else. As you of course know, this has been our first 
year of independence, the first year we have belonged to 
ourselves and done everything 
for ourselves, our own thinking, 
planning and accomplishing. 
and the year has been a success 
—a HUGE success. 

In August of last year we 
established a working schedule 
for field representatives, and ex- 
pected to employ eight or ten 
to assist with our membership 
campaign, but found it difficult 
to obtain the proper people to 
work in this capacity. At the 
present time we have one repre- 
sentative, Mrs. Jean Williams, 
who has installed seven new 
chapters in the Northwestern 
District and is still working 
there. We are grateful to Mrs. 
Williams for the nice work she 
is doing. If any of your chap- 
ter members might be inter- 
ested, or if you know of anyone 
qualified for this type of work, 
please send that information to 
Headquarters Office. 

Early in the year—in fact, at the first meeting it 
Kansas City—the National Board made a complete study 
of conditions in our Association. A great deal of time 
was spent on a national budget in an effort to place the 
Association on a sound financial basis from which to 
proceed. Expenditures were cut to a very minimum. 
We even changed the cover of the magazine in order 
to save a hundred dollars a month. We are sorry the 
chapters have been deprived of many things they have 
every right to expect, and which we hope they will 
begin to receive soon. As you have been advised through 
general letters and letters from the Vice-Presidents, the 
National Secretaries Association has been operating for 
the past six months on a current basis, with no outstand- 
ing indebtedness. Isn’t that wonderful? 

On Tuesday, here in this hotel, a meeting of the Na- 
tional Board was held with those members present from 
the CPS Institute Board, Dean James of the University 
of Baltimore, and Mr. Booher of McGraw-Hill and others, 
at which time concentrated effort was expended along 
CPS lines; and we are justly proud of the results. Dorothy 
DuBay, Acting Chairman of the Institute Board, will give 
you the details a little later in the program.

Madam President, The 
Executive Board, Fellow 
Members. Serving as your 
Secretary during this past 
year has been an_ honor, 
an invaluable education, 
and a pleasant task for 
which I am grateful to 
you. 

In the performance of 
my assigned duties, I have 
attended and participated 
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in each of the four Na- 
tional Board Meetings and 
have recorded the official minutes. Copies for all of 
these minutes have been prepared and distributed to each 
member of the National Board and to the Executive 
Secretary. 

I am happy to report that last Fall I attended Regional 
Meetings in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and in Akron, 
Ohio; and in the Spring of 1950 the Northeastern Dis- 
trict Meeting in Wheeling, West Virginia. In addition, 
I have taken part in several Boss Night Dinners, Installa- 
tion Meetings, State Advisor Meetings and Chapter Meet- 
ings, including one very special opportunity afforded me 
when I visited Portland, Oregon last November and, with 
our Northwestern Vice-President, attended a monthly 
meeting of the Portland Chapter. Once more I should 
like to extend my sincere thanks to the chapters who 
invited me to be their guest and to participate in these 
meetings. The accomplishments, the vitality, and the 
enthusiasm of the members of our association is amazing, 
and I have reaped a harvest of happy hours during the 
past twelve months as a result of the efforts of chapter 
officers, committee members; and those who have worked 
so arduously and earnestly to make these meetings success- 
ful chapters in the history of NSA. 


My ambitions for the future of our organization are 
primarily the same as those of each one of you, and of 
each member of the present National Board. I want the 
Certified Professional Secretaries Program to become an 
active reality, to have an outstanding national magazine, 
to have increased benefits to individual members, and to 
see Our association recognized as an essential part of the 
secretarial profession. In the hope that they may be 
helpful in our efforts to achieve these goals, I am sub- 
mitting the following suggestions. 


1. Membership Procurement. The present National 
Board has endeavored to increase membership this past 
year mainly through chapter activity, and could not have 
anticipated or asked for more complete cooperation on 
the part of the membership. As the months have passed, 
however, it has become more and more apparent that the 
geographical distribution of our existing chapters, and the 
limited time and finances available to members for travel

and procurement work, makes it impractical to depend 
solely upon members for the establishment of new chap- 
ters. I heartily congratulate those who have succeeded in 
installing new chapters, and am most appreciative of the 
efforts of others who have tried to meet this challenge. 
Now I believe we must have a definite procurement pro- 
gram with at least five field representatives, properly 
chosen and trained, to carry on this work, at least until 
such time as there is a more even distribution of chapters 
throughout the country. 

2. State Organization. 1 am heartily in favor of 
State Organization as proposed by our President last year. 
Through LC.C. representatives and State Advisors we have 
learned that increased benefits result from closer unity 
between individual chapters, regions, districts, and na- 
tional officers. State organization has proved to be a de- 
cided asset to many long-established national associations, 
and with more chapters and more members, I believe 
that we too will be in a position to benefit from such a 
program. It is my recommendation that our Vice-Presi- 
dents, through programs adaptable to their own individual 
districts, attempt to develop each State so that it may 
ultimately have its own organization. 


3. Initiation Fee and Dues. While our financial posi- 
tion is growing stronger each year, it is evident that we 
cannot provide all we desire for our membership without 
increased income. Because of the concentrated drive to 
acquire new members this year, I consider that any drastic 
reduction in the initiation fee at this time would be un- 
wise, and would tend to react most unfavorably upon those 
accepted as members during recent months, many of whom 
have not yet completed payment on our existing fee. I 
do believe, however, that each active and participating 
member of NSA is gaining sufficient benefits at this time 
to warrant an increase in national dues from $3.65 to $6.00 
per year, and that our initiation fee might well be estab- 
lished at a rounded figure. 


4. Refunds to Chapters. On the financial side also. 
I recommend that the incoming national board reduce 
from $10.00 to $5.00 the amount which shall be returned 
to chapter treasuries when the initial registration fee for 
a chapter-procured member has been paid. You will 
recall that the $10.00 figure was established last year by 
your National Board as an incentive for our membership 
drive. It has served its purpose well, but I am convinced 
that financial incentive is no longer necessary and that we 
can and should depend upon the interest and loyalty of 
our members to carry on equally well during the coming 
months without it. 

5. Certified Professional Secretary Program. Through 
the efforts of the C. P. S. Institute, National Officers, and 
others during this current year, it now appears that C. P. S. 
can become a reality in the near future. In the past I 
have felt that we should move very slowly toward this

Madam President, Na- 
tional Officers, and Fellow 
members: 

This NSA year will al- 
ways be remembered as a 
year of cooperation, unity, 
and achievement. This is 
the year that marked the 
beginning of NSA on its 
own—it was to prove 
whether or not we could 
successfully carry on the 
organization according to 
the splendid ideals of Na- 
tional Secretaries Association. We all embarked on the 
year 1949-1950 with high hopes, optimism, and confi- 
dence. It has not been in vain; and I congratulate you, 
the members of NSA, on your accomplishments. 

The Southeastern District has grown, not only in mem- 
bership, but in unity and strength. Each chapter has 
gained the feeling of being an integral part of this great 
organization of NSA. 


At the beginning of this year there were 30 chapters 
in the Southeast. Unfortunately, Wilmington, North 
Carolina, found it necessary to withdraw on November 
1, 1949, because of lack of attendance, interest, and sup- 
port over a period of many months. On June 13, 1950, 
Salisbury, North Carolina, decided to discontinue mem- 
bership in the National organization because of the small 
number of active members. 


We have been fortunate, however, in obtaining two 
new chapters, so there are still 30 active chapters in the 
Southeast. The Delaware Chapter at Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, was installed by registrar on December 6, 1949, 
with 122 members—the largest in the Southeastern Dis- 
trict. After this installation, the registrar left NSA; and 
we have not had the benefit of a registrar since that time. 


We have one chapter-procured chapter—Mountaineer 
Chapter, Waynesville, North Carolina— installed April 
13 by Land of the Sky Chapter, Asheville, North Carolina. 
This group is small but indications are that the interest 
and enthusiasm displayed by its members will make our 
baby an outstanding addition in the Southeast, and in 
NSA. My congratulations and thanks to Cornelia Far- 
rell, then President, and to the entire membership of 
Land of the Sky Chapter. 


We have several prospects for other chapters in the 
Southeast at this time. Spartanburg, S$. C., Greensboro, 
N. C., Ashland, Kentucky, and Jackson, Mississippi, 
are formulating plans for the installation of chapters 
in neighboring cities. I am proud of the endeavors being 
made by the Southeastern chapters in the procurement 
program. Their efforts are brought about by an intense 
interest in NSA and their own district. I wish to extend 
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FRANCES CRAWFORD, Southeastern Vice President 


to them—on behalf of the entire National organization 
—thanks and gratitude for the splendid work they are 
doing, and best wishes for their future successes. 

Four regional meetings have been held in the South- 
eastern District this year. The hostess chapters were: 


Region I—Presidential Chapter

Region II]—Blue Grass Chapter 
Lexington, Kentucky 
Region I]I—James F. Byrnes Chapter 
Spartanburg, S. C. 
Region IV—Malabouchie Chapter 
Jackson, Mississippi 
Vicksburg Chapter 
Vicksburg, Mississippi—co-hostesses 
The perfect climax came with the Southeastern Dis- 
trict meeting—held in Wheeling, West Virginia, at his- 
toric Oglebay Park. Helen Kane, President, and the 
entire membership of the Wheeling Chapter left nothing 
undone that would react to an enthusiastic and interest- 
ing meeting. Their efforts met with complete success, 
and I am sure it is a meeting no one will ever forget. 
It was our pleasure at three of these meetings to reach 
hands across the border into the neighboring districts. 
At the Washington meeting, Mary Barrett, Northeastern 
Vice President, and nine members from three Philadelphia 
chapters were in attendance. The Mississippi meeting was 
attended by our National President, and by three mem- 
bers from Lake Charles, Louisiana, in the Southwestern 
district. At the District Meeting in Wheeling, West 
Virginia, the Southeast was complimented by the presence 
of Frances Dickinson, National Secretary; Florence Davis, 
Chairman of the National Resolutions Committee; several 
other members from the Northeast; and our own Dottie 
DuBay, Acting Chairman of the CPS Institute. 


The Southeastern District is rather sparsely settled but 
the members never lose an opportunity to meet together 
in joint chapter meetings, state meetings, etc. Several 
of these I have attended, together with all Regional 
meetings and the District meeting. I have also visited 
a number of individual chapters, whenever possible to 
do so. 


It has been a great pleasure to note the cooperative 
spirit and the friendliness and sincerity of the members 
with whom I have been in contact. The true spirit of 
NSA prevails in the Southeast. The widely scattered 
chapters have somehow closed the gap of miles and 
joined together in making our District strong in unity 
and accomplishment. 

We -are all anticipating the re-entry of the chapters 
of Secretaries International into the fold of NSA. This 
will mean a great deal to the Southeast particularly, for 
the most of the SI Chapters are in our District. With

National Board of Directors, Members of National Sec- 
retaries Association: 

Another year has passed, adding to the history of Na- 
tional Secretaries Association and its activities. 

I welcome the opportunity and privilege, at this our 
Annual National Convention, to give you a report of 
the work carried on through Headquarters Office. 

To your Executive Secretary has been delegated the 
administering of the affairs of the Association. All of 
this, of course, in accordance with our National Bylaws, 
policies established by the Association in conventions 
assembled, and under the supervision and direction of the 
National Board of Directors. 

So far as possible, consistent with all rules and regula- 
tions, your Headquarters Office has attempted to carry 
out the Association's programs to the fullest extent. If 
all of your desires and wishes have not been complied 
with, it can be attributed to the fact that because of the 
established regulations of the Association we were not 
permitted to do so. We, you know, are the people who 
must constantly be aware of what we can, or cannot do. 

Right here, I would like to compliment the member- 
ship on their understanding and appreciation of our posi- 
tion, and the limitation placed upon us. 

Let me assure you that wherever and whenever possible, 
consistent with the Association’s Bylaws, rules, regula- 
tions and policies, your desires and requests will be com- 
plied with to the best of our ability. 

At the beginning of our fiscal year we had 10,107 
active members. Our new enrollments totaled 1641; 204 
members were reinstated. We regret to report that due 
to various reasons it was necessary to remove a small 
percentage of our membership from the active rolls. 

During the past year thirteen new chapters were or- 
ganized, so that as of today we have 275 active chapters 
in the Association. It is our hope that the inactive 
chapters may be reorganized and that many new chapters 
will be added this next year so that our Association may 
be strengthened. 

We had hoped this year to have the Chapter Officer 
Directory prepared and ready for distribution not later 
than August First. In order to do that we must look 
to the chapters to send us the names of their new officers 
at least by July First. As of July First of this year we 
still had not heard from approximately 140 chapters. 
Unfortunately, this is causing a delay in having the 
Directory printed. We will have the Directory prepared 
and a copy sent to each chapter just as soon as we have 
heard from all of our chapters. 

Looking ahead to next year, your Executive Secretary 
would like to request that all chapters make a special 
effort to send us a list of their new officers immediately 
following elections. It has bee suggested and requested 
by the National Board of Direc. s that all chapters hold 
elections in May. If all chapters will comply with this 
request, then it should be possible for all chapters to send 
in the list of their new officers to Headquarters Office 
not later than June First of each year. And, if each 
chapter will have their new list of officers in by June 
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First, I, personally, will guarantee that the chapter wul 
have their new Directory not later than July Fifteenth 
of each year. 

This past year organization of chapters and enrollment 
of new members has been handled entirely by the Asso- 
ciation. It was the desire of the Board of Directors that 
chapters be permitted to organize chapters in their im- 
mediate vicinity. This plan was placed in effect im- 
mediately following the 1949 National Convention. As 
a result four chapters were organized by existing chapters, 
viz: Tracy, California by Stockton, California; Atlantic 
City, New Jersey by Camden, New Jersey; Framingham, 
Massachusetts by Boston, Massachusetts; Waynesville, 
North Carolina by Asheville, North Carolina. 

We all realize that membership is the lifeblood of any 
organization, and to obtain a strong membership and 
maintain that goal we must have a complete, active and 
vigorous procurement program in effect at all times. I 
have stressed this point on numerous occasions, and more 
specifically since the Association took over its own pro- 
curement of members. I again recommend that such a 
program be effectuated so that the development, growth 
and stability of the Association will be assured. 

Last year at the National Convention the National 
Bylaws were amended to provide that the chapters collect 
for National dues. In order to give the chapters ample 
time to collect these dues from their members, your 
Headquarters Office sent out the chapter statements the 
last week in March. This gave all chapters two months 
time to collect dues and forward them to Headquarters 
Office by June First. I am very sorry to have to report 
that by June First we had received dues payment but 
for approximately one-fourth of our membership. A 
good many payments have been received since that time, 
but we still have not heard from some of the chapters 
at all. 

We appreciate that this was the first year for this 
practice and that we all have to become accustomed to 
new plans. Again looking ahead to next year, your 
Executive Secretary would like to urge all chapters to 
make a special effort to collect National dues from their 
members, and in advance of June First, and remit for 
the same to Headquarters Office as quickly as possible. 
This will then enable us to more promptly fulfill our 
duties with respect to membership cards and other pertin- 
ent data, to say nothing of the help and assistance it will 
be to the National Finance Committee in preparing its 
budget for the ensuing year. 

This past year has been a most progressive one financial- 
ly. Ever since I was selected to serve as Executive Secretary, 
my one great wish, hope and desire was to place the 
Association on a sound financial basis. 

Looking back three years, recalling the obstacles con- 
fronting us at that time—and comparing our status then 
with that of today—I marvel at the progress really made. 
To say the least, it was a real struggle. I, personally, am 
very happy at the Association’s status today. A good 
many of our dreams and hopes have been fulfilled—and 
now I hope more of our ideas will reach fruition. 1

chosen at the National Convention as “Secretary of 
the Year” (1950). 


To many, Mrs. Baltasser needs no introduction. She 
has had a most interesting secretarial career and we do 
want to give you a few of the highlights. 


At the age of fifteen “Kitty” (as she is affectionately 
called) was graduated with high honors from St. Mary's 
Academy, Lancaster. Her first position was as a steno- 
grapher at a local hardware store and very shortly became 
private secretary to the president of the company. After 
six years with this company she accepted a position with 
Daniel B. Strickler, attorney. Later when John Milton 
Ranck, attorney, associated himself with Mr. Strickler, 
Kitty became private secretary to both men. Because 
of Mr. Strickler being appointed County Solicitor of Lan- 
caster County and Commissioner of Police, and Mr. Ranck 
being appointed Second Assistant District Attorney, the 
work of Kitty became very diversified and most in- 
teresting. During the time her employers were in active 
duty during the last World War, Mrs. Baltasser had 
complete charge of the office and carried on their busi- 
ness for them. Upon their return and Mr. Strickler being 
elected as Lieutenant Governor of Pennsylvania, and Mr. 
Ranck being elected District Attorney, Kitty’s duties 
became enormous. Just a short visit with her will bring 
forth tales of the ‘wild prohibition days’, the murder and 
inquest hearings she attends, domestic relations work, 
and the State Office work—all so very fascinating.

honored and privileged to report on current conditions in 
the Northeastern District and upon my activities as your 
representative in NSA. ; 

When accepting the office in Chicago as your vice- 
president, it was with full recognition of three facts: 

1. This, the first year of our complete ownership of 
NSA, could be a difficult, but a good year, if we worked 
hard and together, striving at all times to do what is 


best for the Association. 

2. At no time would it be advisable for the work of 
the Association to interfere with my job, or permit my 
job to interfere with NSA. 

3. In common with the majority of our members, | 
had the responsibilities of maintaining a home. 

Although the Northeastern District has the majority 
of both members and chapters, excellent transportation 
facilities from Pittsburgh, and the proximity of chapters 
have made it possible for me to keep in close personal 
contact with many chapters. 

During the early part of the Association year it was 
felt an Advisory Board would be of great assistance in 
carrying on the work of the Northeastern Vice-President. 
The members, one from each state, were selected for 
membership on this Advisory Board. These members 
were chosen for their knowledge of the Association, the 
fine work they have done in the past, and their ability to 
work with chapters in their respective states. They have 
done a remarkable job for the Association in visiting 
chapters, installing new officers, carrying on regular co-- 
respondence with chapters, reactivating lagging chaptess, 
and doing everything in their power to help strengthen 
the Association. They have stood by constantly to help 
with any problem, make suggestions or furnish informa- 
tion in bettering NSA. I should like to thank them 
publicly for a job well done. 

During the year the Northeastern District has had three 
Regional meetings and one District meeting. As it is 
the duty of your vice-president to p!an and conduct these 
meetings, the chapters were divided into three regions 
according to their geographic locations, and a place selected 
as Close as possible to the center of the region for such

meeting. The local chapter was then invited to become 
hostess of the meeting. Philadelphia, Pennsylvania was 
the first; Akron, Ohio the second; and South Bend, 
Indiana, the third. The meetings were held in October, 
November and December, respectively, were well at- 
tended, and all present felt they had gained much in 
knowledge and enthusiasm. The chapters were asked 
to choose between Buffalo and.Columbus, each of whom 
had invited us for the District Meeting. Buffalo re- 
ceived the majority vote and the District meeting was 
he'd there in March. This too was a most successful 
meeting. 

Illinois, Michigan and Pennsylvania held State Meet- 
ings, conducted by the State Advisor of each state. 
Reports of these meetings have been glowing. 

I have been asked many times just what a national 
vice-president does, and to reply in part, would like to 
report on what has been done this year. 

In line with a desire to keep the chapters currently in- 
formed, five general letters were sent out to all chapters 
in the District during the year, covering the national 
policies and activities of the National Board. 

Correspondence has been carried on regularly with the 
State Advisors and a constant flow of correspondence 
has been conducted between the National Board and the 
Executive Secretary. Following up a pledge made to 
myself, to answer all letters within a reasonable time, 
your Northeastern Vice-President has replied to over 
1700 letters requesting information regarding policies and 
procedures of the Association, local chapter activities, etc. 
To date, no letters remain unanswered. Throughout the 
District, I not only attended the Regional, State and 
District Meetings, but also many Boss Night Dinners, 
Membership Teas, Regular Chapter Meetings, Installa- 
tions of Officers, etc.; represented NSA as a Judge in 
a Beauty Contest sponsored by the Monessen, Pennsylvania 
Business & Professional Womens Club; presented the 
trophy to the winner of the main race of the season at 
Ascot Park, Akron, Ohio, assisted by the presidents of the 
Pittsburgh and Akron Chapters. 

Four National Board meetings have been attended, one 
at Chicago following last year's convention; two in 
Kansas City, with one extra day there working as a 
member of the National Finance Committee; and one in 
Boston. 

The Northeast has gained three new chapters this last 
year: Atlantic City, New Jersey installed by Camden, New 
Jersey; Framingham, Massachusetts installed by Boston, 
Massachusetts; and the Sixth Chapter of Philadelphia, in- 
stalled by a field representative. We are sorry to report 
we have lost two chapters, Auburn, New York and 
Michigan City, Indiana, although every effort was put 
forth to save these chapters. Through the efforts of the 
Reading, Easton and Harrisbury chapters, the Allentown

We are building membership—perhaps s!owly—but we 
are building it soundly and wisely. 


I shall not attempt to eulogize the harmony which 
this past year has brought us—nor will I attempt to extol 
the National Board for their almost complete accord on 
all issues of importance this year. All of this is but 
fundamental, and has followed naturally as a result of 
greater activity, greater responsibility, and an ever in- 
creasing sense of true values! Responsibility is a great 
aid to growing up—lI do feel that we have grown tre- 
mendously this year in tolerance, calmness, understanding, 
and professional pride. 

Any success which I may have had as Southwestern 
District leader this year should be credited wholly to the 
fine work of the chapters within my district. Their 
cooperation has been outstanding—their willingness un- 
paralleled. 

St. Louis, Missouri was hostess to the District's first 
regional meetings, held November 4-6, with 106 members 
present. One of the most outstanding features of this 
meeting was the presentation of a check from the Mis- 
souri Chapters to the American Cancer Society in the 
amount of $650. This presentation is an annual one, and 
the result of Missouri’s State Charity Project—“GINNY’S 
DREAM”. It is the dream of the Missouri Chapters 
that this project may become a National project. The 
power for good work is simply tremendous when meas- 
ured by national participation. I should at this time like 
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to recommend that the delegates assembled take under 
consideration a joint national charity program. 

Tulsa, Oklahoma was hostess to the District’s second 
regional meeting, held November 11-13, with 58 members 
present. Tulsa's publicity work prior to the regional was 
most successful and they were able to secure two radio 
appearances and much good newspaper publicity. It was 
at this meeting that the Inter-Chapter Council activities 
began to bear the fruits of its good work this year. Plans 
were laid and cooperation promised to attempt to reactivate 
the Topeka Kansas Chapter—the MOTHER CHAPTER 
OF NSA, which was accomplished within a few short 
weeks following this meeting. 

Houston, Texas was hostess to the District's third regional 
meeting, held November 19-20, with 78 members present. 
I was delighted to find that here again I.C.C.’s efforts had 
produced wonderful results, and that chapters were repre- 
sented from whom we had not heard in a long time. 
Louisiana, alone, sent several members to this meeting as 
a result of good public relations work of the LC.C. Area 
Chairman. Later this same group was nicely represented 
at a regional meeting of the Southeastern District at the 
invitation of our Southeastern Vice-President. We had, 
here, followed our President's wish that this year we 
“erase the borders” and attend other regional and district 
meetings whenever possible. Placing this meeting at 
Houston provided an opportunity for more chapters to 
attend such a meeting, who had previously been denied 
this privilege because of the great distances involved. The 
Texas chapters are, almost without exception, very active 
in charity work, educational programs, civic projects, and 
all secure a great deal of publicity and civic recognition. 

The Southwestern District is aware that much of their 
progress, harmony, membership increase and reactivation 
this year is the direct resu!t of the activity of the Inter- 
Chapter Council. It is their desire that I make the 
following recommendation: 

That I.C.C. be made a part of the National struc- 
ture of the National Secretaries Association, since it 
has proved itself to be the public relations depart- 
ment of our organization, and as such, has ac- 
complished much for us. 


Santa Monica, California was hostess to the District's 
fourth regional meeting, he!d January 28-29, with 105 
members present. The outstanding highlight was the 
presence of our National President, Elizabeth Scott. This 
regional expressed an intense interest in the CPS PRO- 
GRAM. They also evidenced their willingness to con- 
tribute toward the program financially at such time as it 
was ready to be placed in operation. At this regional 
there was presented a suggestion for national participation 
in the TOURNAMENT OF ROSES PARADE at Pasadena 
on New Year's Day, 1951. Since this parade is witnessed 
by people from practically every part of the world, broad- 
cast from coast to coast, shown in moving pictures and

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In submitting the annual report for the Northwestern 
District, may I mention that in my capacity as a mem- 
ber of the National Board of Directors, I have* found 
that the Board this year has been diligent in its efforts 
and has been a most conscientious group working whole- 
heartedly to improve the conditions nationally of our fine 
organization. Although we of the Board have not agreed 
at all times with one another, each member has striven to 
do her very best in the interests of the majority of the 
members of NSA. 

Three Regional Meetings were held during the 1949- 
1950 term, as follows: 

Omaha, Nebraska, October 15-16, 1949, with a repre- 
sentation of approximately 65 delegates from Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Iowa, North and South Dakota; Sun Valley, 
Idaho, October 29-30, 1949, with a representation of 
approximately 65 delegates from Colorado, Utah, Wyom- 
ing and southern Idaho; Tacoma, Washington, November 
12-13, 1949, with a representation of approximately 65 
delegates from Washington, Oregon, northern Idaho and 
Montana. ; 

It was a privilege and a pleasure to attend these wonder- 
ful meetings and to find the same spirit of teamwork, 
cooperation and enthusiasm prevailing among the District 
as a whole. 


State meetings were held during the spring of this 
year in Denver, Colorado; Seattle, Washington and St. 
Paul, Minnesota. 


National and local problems were discussed thoroughly 
at the Regional meetings and the following are listed 
in order of their importance insofar as the Northwestern 
District is concerned. 

1. Procurement. The national membership contest 
was unanimously agreed upon. A majority of chapters 
were anxious to obtain the services of a field representa- 
tive in order to assist them with their membership procure- 
ment problem. 

2. C. P. S. All chapters are clamoring for informa- 
tion regarding the C. P. S. program and are most anxious 
to see the program become a reality. 

3. Finance. The majority of chapters in the District 
are anxious to hear of new and original ways to increase 
their treasuries. 

Questionnaires were sent out at the beginning of the 
year to all chapters in the District in order to determine 
the type of assistance needed by the majority of chapters. 
The result was the formation of District Committees 
which proved a great help to me as Northwestern Vice- 
President and to the chapters requesting aid. Through the 
diligent efforts of these committees, whose members were 
appointed at the Regional meetings, I, was able to deter- 
mine the District's most urgent needs and the chapters’ 
welfare. Six District committees were appointed, as 
follows: Membership Committee; C. P. S. Committee; 
I. C. C. Committee; Finance Committee; Bulletin Com- 
mittee; Publicity Committee. 
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The committee members now serving on these District 
committees will continue in their duties until the next 
Regional meeting, at which time new members will be 
appointed if my successor deems it advisable to continue 
the function of the District committees. 

There has been definite progress made in the North- 
western District and although a few chapters have been 
dissolved, the majority have been gradually strengthening 
their membership and have become strong, active chap- 
ters. The improvement in the chapter bulletins in the 
District has been outstanding and I should like to express 
my appreciation for your cooperation in sending me 
copies of the bulletins which have been delightful reading. 


The states of Oregon and Washington were fortunate 
this year in having a field representative, namely, Mrs. 
Jean Williams. Through her efforts new chapters were 
organized in the Northwestern District, as follows: Van- 
couver, Washington; Bremerton, Washington; Eugene 
Oregon; Medford, Oregon; Corvallis, Oregon; and Kla- 
math Falls, Oregon. It was my privilege to install the 
Vancouver, Washington chapter and the Corvallis, Oregon 
chapter. At the present time the Northwestern District 
is comprised of approximately 61 chapters. It is my 
fervent hope that the Northwestern District will continue 
to progress as it has in the past and that the harmonious 
spirit that prevails throughout this large area will 
never die. 

In my capacity as a National Board member, I at- 
tended three board meetings, one in Chicago, Illinois 
after the last convention, and two in Kansas City, Missouri. 
At these meetings I tried, to the best of my ability, to 
execute the wishes of the Northwestern District and to 
think in the best interests of the Association on a na- 
tional basis. 

As a result of my findings in observing the activities 
of the Northwestern District for the past year, I strongly 
recommend that this Convention body adopt a good, 
workable procurement program to be put into effect 
immediately, for in order to complete our C. P. S. pro- 
gram we must have a strong, cooperative organization 
and we must be on a very sound financial basis. My 
conclusion, from a national standpoint, is that a success- 
ful procurement program is the so!ution. 

Although the work has been hard, and many long 
hours have been spent, it has been a pleasure to work 
with all of you, and the friendships gained during this 
year will never be forgotten. I have benefited a great 
deal from my membership in this wonderful Association 
and hope that all of you will derive similar benefits. 

In conclusion, many thanks to all of you who have 
so graciously assisted me in my duties, to Clara Krueger, 
Executive Secretary, who has done an exceptionally fine 
job in her capacity, and to the members of the Board 
who have been conscientious in their duties and loyal 
to the ideals of NSA.

It is going to be necessary soon that we move our 
headquarters office. This is a great disappointment 
to the majority of the National Board, for we did not 
wish to increase expenditures at this time. However, 
through some misunderstanding the quarters we have 
occupied in the past have been leased to someone else. 
Our lease expires July 31 of this year. The office is now 
located in temporary quarters in the Lathrop Building 
where the management states we may remain on a month- 
to-month basis until they need the space. This space 
is too large for our Association so we still are faced 
with the necessity of finding new quarters soon. 

There was some thought of asking permission of the 
delegates at this convention to move the office to Chicago. 
Dean James had suggested this as a help toward our 
CPS program because of greater educational advantages. 
However, our CPS program has not yet reached the 
point where we need office space. 
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About our magazine, THE SECRETARY: We wanted 
and had expected to find ways and means of improving 
this publication before the year was over. From your 
letters and statements we know that a great many of 
you feel it is inadequate. Members of the National 
Board feel the same way—that as secretaries we are en- 
titled to a bigger and better magazine. 

We have several offers before us now. One is to 
place the magazine with an eastern publisher who will in 
turn secure ads to reduce the cost of the publication. It 
is almost impossible to secure ads for so small a magazine 
unless it is done by a publisher who makes a business 
of that sort of thing. The magazine as it is costs the 
Association approximately $1,100.00 each month. With 
the eastern publisher the cost would be about $500.00 
more for the first few months, until they could secure 
ads to bring the cost down. 

Last April I wrote you that I had made a trip to 
Memphis, Tennessee, to confer with the President of

goal. Now I believe that the C. P. S. Institute, the 
National Board and chapters as well as individual members 
should proceed immediately and devote every possible 
financial resource to this project. If we do not, I fear 
we may lose the interest and cooperation of those in- 
dividuals and concerns that have given and have offered 
invaluable help and resources to us. 

6. The National Board. 1 strongly urge that each 
retiring president of NSA be made an ex-officio member 
of the incoming National Board. It is true that this 
may increase expenses in the amount of several hundred 
dollars, but I firmly believe that it would be far more 
costly to our association to turn its affairs over to a board 
consisting of entirely new members. 

Through the hundreds of monthly bulletins that have 
come to me this year, I have gained infinite confidence 
in the ability of our members to make NSA the most 
outstanding woman's organization in the country. Practic- 
ally every chapter is sponsoring educational courses, 
participating in civic activities, and publishing articles 
designed to improve the professional standing and ability 
of its members and to increase their value to society. With 
so much accomplished in just a few short years, and with 
a full realization of the importance of being ever on the 
alert for continued advancement, we cannot fail to prove 
that NSA is essential to the secretarial profession. 

And now may I add a few words of appreciation to 
those of you who have helped me so much during the past 
year. To the members of the National Board, and to 
the Executive Secretary, thank you for the wealth of 
knowledge I have gained from you and for the pleasant 
associations we have had together. To those I have 
met personally and with whom I have corresponded, I am 
grateful for your assurances and for your help in the 
problems we have discussed together. To the member- 
ship as a whole, I appreciate so much your cooperation, 
and particularly your patience. I am sure you have often 
felt that the Board should be able to accomplish more in 
a year’s time, but you have had amazing insight into the 
difficulties involved in solving problems by mail and in 
carrying on our work for NSA while still employed at full 
time jobs. And to the National Officers who have served 
in past years, my gratitude to you for your tremendous 
efforts and your accomplishments that have paved the 
way for much clearer sailing’ this year.

chapter has been reactivated. Sharon, Pennsylvania, on 
the verge of dissolution, is now on the way to becoming 
one of our strong chapters through the aid of Youngs- 
town, Ohio and surrounding chapters. 

There has been a fair increase in membership in the 
Northeastern District this year. Membership informa- 
tion is included in another report so no details are in- 
cluded in my report. 

Many meetings have been attended and much work 
done by your Vice-President in regard to publishing a 
better Association magazine. This data has been pre- 
sented to the National Board for their consideration. 

Recommendations on national policies have already 
been presented to the Board, however, there are two rec- 
ommendations I wish to make. One is, that the delegates 
at this convention vote to change both the initiation fee 
and annual dues to round figures. The second is, that 
the Northeastern District discontinue holding Regional 
meetings; that one District meeting be held in the Fall 
to establish policies for the District during the current 
year; and State meetings be held in the Spring. It is 
felt that State Meetings would be attended by chapters 
who find it impossible to attend larger meetings at greater 
distances, and in this way we would bring NSA to mem- 
bers who have attended no meetings. We feel that where 
there is a lack of interest in a chapter it is because they 
have attended no meetings outside their own chapter, nor 
seen and heard what NSA really is and what it has to 
offer through association with other chapters and their 
members. 

One of the greatest delights this year as a national 
officer has been the bulletins sent me by the chapters in 
all districts. It has been interesting to read of their 
activities and watch their progress. 

In closing may I thank each and every one of you for 
the opportunity of representing the Northeastern District 
as your Vice-President during 1949-50. Thank you for 
the wonderful cooperation shown me. It has been a 
real pleasure and honor to work with and for our fine 
and well coordinated National Board, and to serve each 
of you. This has been a good year for the National Asso 
ciation and the Northeastern District. Our chapters are 
strong and enthusiastic, due to the complete cooperation 
and hard work on the part of the entire membership in 
promoting and developing the programs which are the 
main objective of NSA.

and I believe she will discuss this further with you. I 
recommend your careful consideration of this proposal. 

The Southwestern District conducted a membership 
contest this year, with 42 chapters from the District 
participating. Each participating chapter contributed 
$1.10 as an entry fee, and the winning chapter received 
an award of $46.20. An award was also made for re- 
activation of members. The contest proved very success- 
ful, and the 42 chapters participating have been respon- 
sible for around 14% of the entire national member- 
ship increase since May, 1949 and about 20% of the 
national membership increase since the beginning of the 
National contest in October. With some 275 chapters 
in the organization this percentage of increase brought 
about through the efforts of 42 chapters only is tre- 
mendous! Stockton, California won the District Mem- 
bership Contest with 87.5%. Pasadena, California won 
the reactivation award with 35%. 

Tracy, California Chapter, with a charter membership 
of fifteen, was installed through the efforts of Stockton, 
California last November. This was the first chapter- 
installed-chapter in NSA, and at the present moment the 
Tracy Chapter is working toward the installation of a 
chapter at Antioch, California. 

In closing I wish to reiterate that I can take no credit 
for the grand work that has been done in my District— 
it has been wholly the chapters who have made it success- 
ful, both for themselves and me personally. This year 
they have given me the opportunity of working and play- 
ing with them, and I have enjoyed every moment of it. 
I have also been given the privilege of working with 
members of~ our National Board and that has been a 
wonderful experience—one which has meant much to 
me, and which I shall long remember, for I am taking 
away with me far more than I could have ever given.
